As a result of an ongoing investigation, it has come to our atten- 
tion that the Central intelligence Agency, Contracts Staff, 
Washington, D. C., entered into an agreement via the referenced 
purchase order for the furnishing of shuttle bus services and that 
this agreement did not contain the Service Contract Act stipula- 
tions or an applicable SCA wage determination. Nor does it appear 
that an SF -98 was submitted for this procurement. 

The Service Contract Act (SCA) applies to Government contracts or 
agreements, the principal purpose of which is the furnishing of 
services through the use of service employees. An SF -98 must be 
submitted for all such contracts in excess of $2,500, and the SCA 
stipulations and any applicable wage determination must be included 
in the contract. (See section 4.4 - 4.6 of Regulations, 29 CFR 
Part 4.) 


Although our compliance officer was advised by 

Contracting Officer, Washington, D. C., that an SF^98 would be sub- 
mitted for the full-term contract commencing on October 1, 1984 and 
the applicable wage determination issued will be included in this 
contract, we would appreciate written confirmation that such action 
will be accomplished. In addition, we are requesting that your 
agency take whatever steps may be necessary to insure that ail such 
current and future contracts contain the appropriate SCA require- 
ments . 

Since this involves an open investigation, please provide us with a 
report on this matter as soon as possible.
